Students hear music 
never heard before 


Students at Fillmore Elementary School this week heard music as they 
had never heard it before — through a panoply of music boxes and disc 
phonographs dating from the Victorian age to the vinyl age. 
The idea, according to principal Bruce McNeil, was “ to compare the 
qualities of music from early to more modern recording machines. The 
antique collection was on loan from a friend of McNeil’s in Santa 
Barbara, with more modern varieties from local donors. 
A dozen music boxes, two ot which were disc phonograph types, were 
arranged during three assemblies, allowing the pupils to study and 
occasionally operate the mechanism. 
One magnificent example was the large Regina, encased in a 
mahogany cabinet, playing such tunes as the Ben Hur Chariot Race on 
pertorated 15* 2-inch alloy discs. The tonal quality demonstrated a superb 
resonance unequaled in the other instruments. This disc type was first 
patented on Dec. 17, 1889. A smaller box contained a miniature version of 
the same principle, also replete with several different player discs. 
The Regina was geared by a crank; others were put into operation by 
the use ot a ratchet. All were manufactured on the spring mechanism 
concept. 
Some music boxes played up to eight different tunes on one cylinder. 
Blue Bells of Scotland; Auld Lang 
Syne; Grandfather Clock*; Sweet 
Adeline; Come, My Hero; Daisy Bell and many others comprised the 
“airs" recorded for all time. 
More modern varieties were found in the shapes of animals, a key 
chain, egg timer, Santa Claus bust, a powder box. 
But the one that carried out the musical theme the best was a music 
box made in Hungary. It was disguised as a miniature piano of walnut 
wood, complete with bench.

Army defends trial 
of Calley; issues 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T he Army 
sent to its units throughout the world 
today a “ White Paper" defending its 
prosecution of Lt. William L. Calley 
Jr. It said it had a “ moral and legal 
obligation" to prosecute the officer 
for the murder of civilians at My 
Lai. 
The document said the Army 
prosecuted Calley because there 
was an “ overwhelming body of 
evidence" his actions at My Lai 
violated the Geneva conventions. 
“ They (the conventions) cannot 
be abandoned and adopted again at 
will by the United States Armed 
F orces, 
depending 
upon 
the 
character of the conflict or the non- 
observance of the conventions by the 
enemy," the Army said. 


Calley, 
27, a former infantry 
platoon 
leader, 
received 
a 
life 
sentence for the murder of 22 
Vietnamese civilians at the hamlet 
March 16, 1968. 
The paper described the action 
taken against Calley as “ painful and 
difficult." But it said the Army 
would have “ failed to meet its 
obligation to the laws of our nation 
had it not acted." Congress ratified

It is easier to raise money, 
to justify your existence, to 
do something if you are 
politically oriented 
We 
could all join in deploring 
Lyndon and in urging the 
GOP to take a conservative 
stance. 
But something happened 
on the way to 1971. America 
changed. 
Haven't 
you 
noticed? 
The conservative 
movement, however, didn’t 
change with it. We are still 
wearing the politics of the 
early 
sixties 
like 
a 
comfortable 
old 
shoe. 
Mearwhile, they've stolen 
the rest of our wardrobe At 
this point I could easily 
digress 
into

chapters on Our National 
Plight.

The IPS grew out of the left 
wing of

gospel among the Libs, and 
often enough the criteria of 
national policy.

7 Drawbacks in Auto Leasing: 
№ 
Read the Contract Carefully 


By RICHARD PUTNAM PRATT 


One of the beauties of bor­ 
rowing a neighbor’s lawn- 
mower is that when it breaks 
down, you can simply give it 
back. 
This is the same kind of 
thinking that goes into the 
deliberations that lead up to 
leasing a car instead of buy­ 
ing one. Prospects often re­ 
vel in the thought that the 
pesky problems will all be 
someone else’s concern un­ 
der a leasing arrangement. 
No doubt about it. it is a 
tempting thought. But before 
vou succumb, better do a 
little arithmetic. You’ll find 
that leasing is by no means 
a cheap way of getting rid of 
mechanical problems. 
Part of the problem stems 
from the fact that lots of 
us have heard the folklore 
of leasing Terms like “ tax 
savings’’ and “ fleet deals’’ 
have a jolly ring, despite 
their hazy application. 
Add to this the fact that 
something like three-quarters 
of a million cars are leased

each year, and it’s not hard 
to believe that there may be 
something to leasing after 
all. 
Unfortunately, the bulk of 
these cars are leased for 
business purposes, and the 
tax rules there are generous. 
For 
the 
ordinary 
private 
citizen, h o we v e r , there’s 
about one chance in a thou­ 
sand that leasing will cost 
less than owning. 
As a rule of thumb, you 
can figure that an honest 26 
month lease will cost about 
as much as the car itself. 
However, if leasing a per­ 
sonal car does appeal to you 
in spite of the cost, here are 
descriptions of the two basic 
leasing arrangements: 
The first is called a “ fi­ 
nance lease,’’ also known as 
an “ open end,” or “ cost- 
plus” lease. Under this ar­ 
rangement, the leasing com­ 
pany buys the car you want, 
and 
then charges 
you 
a 
monthly fee for the term of 
the lease. 
This monthly fee must cov­ 
er a depreciation reserve 
and the leasing company’s 
profit At the end of the lease 
period, the company sells 
your car. 
The proceeds from 
this 
sale, added to your deprecia­ 
tion reserve, are supposed to 
cover the car’s original cost. 
If there is money left over 
in the depreciation account, 
it is returned to you. If the 


account runs short, you make 
up the difference. 
The other arrangement is 
called a “ straight lease.” It 
may also be called a “ closed 
end.” or “ walkaway” lease. 
On a straight lease, you con­ 
tract for a standard monthly 
payment during the lease 
period —- c o m m o n l y 
26 
months. You may have to 
pay a mileage charge for 
anything over a stipulated 
maximum, but your monthly 
payment covers all depre­ 
ciation. 
Both leases usually include 
the cost of registration of 
the car (which belongs to the 
company) and such odds and 
ends as wheel taxes and in­ 
spection fees. Other costs, 
such as insurance, repairs, 
tires, oil changes and the 
like can be added to the con­ 
tract, but only for an extra 
fee. 
Most 
leasing 
companies 
are ethical, but the business 
has its disreputable fringe. 
A careful reading of the con­ 
tract is in order, and you 
may want to have a lawyer 
look at it if you have any 
doubts. 
The most common form of 
entrapment 
i s 
a 
finance 
lease in which monthly pay­ 
ments are kept ridiculously 
low. This serves to draw the 
sucker in, but when the car 
is finally sold, he’s stuck 
with a whopping fee to flesh 
out the neglected deprecia­ 
tion reserve.

His next play should be to 
lead dummy’s king of hearts. 
East would cover with the 
ace and South should discard 
a club. This would give the 
defense their third trick, but 
it would be their last. East 


would have to play either a 
diamond or a club. The dia­ 
mond lead would give him a 
chance to get rid of another 
club on a diamond later on; 
the club lead would be right 
up to dummy’s ace-queen.

Accumulating vast quan­ 
tities of common date, un­ 
circulated coins by the roll 
is all too often misinterpreted 
as a coin investment, when 
in fact it is nothing more 
than speculation in an effort 
to force the market to an 
unnatural high. Speculation 
by definition is “ . . . a risky 
business transaction on the 
chance of a quick or con­ 
siderable profit.” 
On the other hand, the pur­ 
chase of one or more rolls, 
or even a single coin can be 
a good investment when its 
advertised value can be justi­ 
fied by past performance. 
Performance records are, or 
should be, part of a coin 
dealer’s expertise and read­ 
ily available to any buyer. 
The law of supply and de­ 
mand still applies to the coin 
market but the number of 
pieces issued as reflected in 
the mintage figures is no 
longer a controlling factor in 
establishing values. 1) Ccins 
of an unusually high mint­ 
age are often returned to the 
mint for melting and re­ 
cycling which throws 
the 
burden of supply on the few 
pieces still extant; 2) Issues 
of a less-than-normal mint­ 
age are often anticipated by 
investors through the Mint 
Report and few ever see gen­ 
eral circulation. 
A good example of this is 
the 
1939 - Denver Jefferson 
nickel with a mintage total 
of 3,514,000 valued at $40 un­ 


circulated and the 1950-Den- 
ver nickel with a total mint­ 
age of 2,630,030 valued at 
$14 uncirculated. 
This 
abnormality 
exists 
only in the uncirculated con­ 
dition. Because a short run 
was anticipated for the 1950- 
D and not for the 1939-D, the 
former subsequently became 
more available in a prime 
condition. 
B u t 
for 
those

REMODEL OLD DOOR TO SUIT 
DECOR OF MODERNIZED HOME 


By MR. FIX 


About all you can find in 
the lumber yards today are 
modern “flush" doors. But 
if you’ve done any redecor­ 
ating to give your house a 
modern look, the old doors 
may be out of keeping with 
the new appearance. 
You needn’t scrap those 
old p a n e l doors. Convert 
them. The job is not too dif­ 
ficult and the material will 
cost less than new doors. 
If you are uncertain of 
yourself, buy enough mate­ 
rial to convert one door and 
see how it works out. 
What you will need is a 
veneer of sorts to cover the 
old s u r f a c e . Quarter-inch 
plywood is available almost 
anywhere and will serve the 
purpose. If you plan to paint 
the door rather than give it 
a natural finish, save your­ 
self even more money by 
S 
etting the thinnest hard- 
oard you can find. 
Remove the door from the 
frame. Take off all the hard­ 
ware. If molding on the door 
protrudes, remove it. 
You 
are working for a perfectly 
flat surface. 
The new surface should be 
glued to the old. To make a 
good bond you should sand 
the old paint or varnish, re­ 
moving as much of it as you 
can. 
Large recessed p a n e l s 
should be reinforced with 
wood s t r i p s about three 
inches wide. They should be 
j u s t thick enough so that 
they will be flush with the 
r a i l s (horizontal sections) 
and stiles (vertical sections). 


Screw these in place. 
Next you will have to cut 
the new panel to size. It may 
be easier to cut the panel 
about a half-inch larger all 
around, then trim it after it 
is in place. This avoids the 
problem of bad measuring, 
faulty cutting or doors that 
are not perfectly square. 
A p p l y the glue to the 
r a i s e d surface of the old 
door. Press the new panel in 
p l a c e . If you don’t have 
clamps, use one-inch brads a 
few inches apart to hold the 
panel in place while the glue 
dries. Later set the nails and 
cover with wood filler. 
Use a fine-tooth saw to 
trim. Sand the edges. If the 
plywood has splintered, fill 
with wood filler and sand. 


Use screws instead of nails 
on hardwood p a n e l s and 
countersink the heads. 
After finishing the d o o r 
with varnish or paint, put 
b a c k the hardware or re­ 
place it with new. Use the 
latch holes on the side of the 
door as a guide for drilling 
new holes for hardware. 
Since the door is thicker 
than it was, some adjust­ 
ments are needed. Move the 
door stop the thickness of the 
panel on the closing side. Re­ 
move carefully with a chisel 
and determine the new posi­ 
tion by closing the door. 
The hinge leaf on the door 
frame will have to be moved 
by the same amount.

potash, along with minor 
particles of maganese, zinc

and greens is still another

attention of two watermen. 
In 
winter, 
each 
course 
a b s o r b s 
h a l f - a - mi l l i o n 
gallons w eekly; in sum m er 
they soak up three tim es 
that much. These quantities 
are provided 
from three 
wells, sunk to a depth of 650 
feet, with a water-pumping 
level at 350 feet. To assure 
the availability of water at 
all tim es, a storage lake on 
club property holds seven 


million ga ’ons. 
P r e c i s e 
m o w i n g 
of 
fairw ays and greens is no 
less vital a m aintenance 
function. Greens and teeing 
areas are minutely clipped 
to 5-16ths of an inch from 
the ground; fairways, green 
approaches and collars are 
trim m ed to between one- 
half and three-quarters of 
an inch, while roughs are 
leveled at a height of one- 
and - one-half to two inches. 
Putting cups are changed 
daily, to keep the soil from 
becom ing 
“ c o m p a c te d .” 
When the cup is removed, 
the eight-inch hole is filled 
again with the sam e plug.'

Whooping crane dilemma 


Another round has begun 
in the long, slow fight 
to 
save the whooping cran e 
from extinction. 
The latest threat is oyster 
shell 
dredging 
that 
is 
dam aging 
the 
feeding 
grounds 
along 
the 
short 
strip of Texas coast where 
the great birds winter. The 
National Audubon Society, 
financed 
by 
a 
special 
r e s e a r c h 
g r a n t , 
is 
undertaking 
a 
three-year 
study to discover what can 
be done to restore, enhance 
and 
enlarge 
the 
feeding 
grounds so that the cranes 
can continue their climb 
back 
to w ard 
h ealth y 
numbers. 


There 
were 
only 
14 
whooping cranes reported in 
1938 when the first count 
was made at the U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service’s Arkansas 
National Wildlife Refuge, 
where the last remaining 
f l o c k 
w i n t e r s . 
Wi t h 
Protection, the number has 
risen more or less steadily, 
but 
the 
pace 
has 
been 
painfully slow. The total 
reached 57 last fall. But 
during the past few years 
nearby dredging for oyster 
shells (a cheap source of 
calcium 
carbonate 
for 


various industrial uses* has 
increasingly been ripping up 
the bottom of the coastal 
bays 
and 
estuaries 
and 
sending 
out 
smothering 
clouds of silt, damaging all 
sorts 
of 
aq u atic 
life, 
i n c l u d i n g 
f i s h 
a n d 
crustaceans that form an 
im portant 
part 
of 
the 
crane s diet. 


The 
long-legged 
cranes 
stand more than five feet 
high, and are white except 
for black wing tips and a red 
crown. The most dramatic 
part of the whooping crane 
story was the long search 
for its nesting grounds. With 
the combined efforts of U.S. 
and 
C anadian 
wildlife 
officials and the National 
Audubon 
Society 
it 
was 
finally discovered that when 
the cranes fly north each 
spring 
they 
travel 
2600 
miles 
to 
Wood 
Buffalo 
National Park, a remote 
wilderness in northwestern 
Canada. The Canadian park 
a s s u r e s 
c o n t i n u i n g 
protection of the nesting 
grounds, 
but 
the 
long 
journeys, up and back each 
year, are hazardous and 
take their toll. 
Another 
approach 
to 
aiding the great cranes is 


being tried by biologists of 
the U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service. They have taken 
eggs from 
the Canadian 
nests and hatched them in 
captivity. 
(The procedure 
was believed safe because 
the female crane normally 
lays two eggs but rears only 
the chick that hatches first, 
so 
one 
egg 
could 
be 
considered “ expendable ’) 
It is, however, too soon to 
know whether this Federal 
project will succeed in its 
goal of re-introducing the 
birds to the wild

Dear Leo: According to a 
1968 nose count, 
approxi­ 
mately 24,000 veterinarians 
were employed. While most 
were in private practice, 
others worked for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
the U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice, colleges and universi­ 
ties, or were commissioned 
officers in the Army and Air 
F'orce Veterinary Corps.

veterinary services in the 
future.

Can you give me some 
salary information?” 
Dear Hugh: Firefighters in 
the larger cities usually re­ 
ceive the highest starting 
salaries. In 1968, the average 
beginning salary in cities 
with populations of more 
than 250,000 was about $6,400 
a year. Firemen in cities 
with between 10,000 and 25,- 
000 people were paid about 
$5,500. Those with experience 
earned about $7,800 a year in 
large cities, while those in 
small cities averaged around 
$6,000.
